In every populous community, charitable eftablifhments become ne- 
ceflary ; fome asa fhelter to poverty alone; others as a refuge to pover- 
ty, when combined with difeafe. ‘There are difeafes which require con- 
finement ; there are others to which confinement is highly injurious : 
To the former, the falutary inftitution of Hofpitals is appropriated ; for 
the latter, that of Difpenfaries is required. ‘The departments of both 
are held feparate ; nor can they run into each other, without producing 
injury and confufion. The labouring poor, in every crouded city, are 
eapofed to a variety of diforders, which admit of cure, in a fituation 
where their ufeful labours are neither loft to their families, nor to the 
public; where a father may {till provide for thofe of his houfe, and a 
mother tend her helplefs infants ; while both are in a proper line of re- 
covery, than if removed from their own habitations. Accordingly, Dif- 
penfaries are eftablifbed in almoft every populous city; their good ef- 
feéts are univerfally acknowledged; and they are patronifed by perfons 
of the -firft diftinétion. 

From the regifters of praétice at the Difpenfary of Edinburgh, it ap- 
pears, that upwards of 3000 indigent inhabitants have been fupplied 
with advice and medicive gratis, at this charity, fince its firft ¢ftablith- 
ment in November 1776. Of thefe, 994 have. been patients, during the 
courfe of laft year,. whofe cafes were improper for hofpital treatment ; 
and among whom, it is to be obferved, there were many, who, though 
reduced to“poverty, were orte in a fituation to ‘beftow on others that 
charity which they now folicit for themfelves. 

While thefe bencfits, derived from this inftitution, muft give genuine 
fatisfation to thofe who have already contributed, it is hoped they will 
alfo recommend it to gencral attention. Without farther aid from the 
Public, the Managers cannot at prefent proceed in finifhing the build- 
ing, which, when properly fitted up, will not only afford conveniencies 
to the Difpenfary, which it has not hitherto enjoyed, but will alfO en- 
fare its permanence. 

In no way can a {mall charitable donation go a greater length towards 
the relief of diftrefs. A contributor of One Guinea has the privilege of 
recommending patients for two years; and a contributor of Five Gui- 
neas is a Governor for life. ‘Thofe who mean to give aid to a charity fo 
interefting to a moft ufeful part of the community, may intimate their 
intentions to any of the Managers, or to Meff. Gordon and Murray 
bookfellers, Parliament Square, treafurers to the Difpenfary ; at whofe 
fhop a full lift of afl who have already fubfcribed may be feen, and by 
whom contributions are received, and receipts granted. There is alfo 
a Box at the Difpenfary in Richmond Street, for the offerings of private 

charity.
